IH. A Third ſort is a Geomantical - or 
Terreitrial Divination, in which from cer- 
tain voluntary Pricks or Points made by the 
hand at Adventure, certain Figures are raij- 
ſed; From the firſt four of which,called Fa- 


zhers, are produced other four, called Daug#- 
ters; Theſe Eight bring forth four Grand 
Children, from them come out T'wo Witneſ- 
ſes, from thoſe a Judge; and the Judgment 
ypon this ſort of ;jDivination is not much un- 
like that of Aſtrology. But the Foundation 
of all this ſeems to be laid upon a falſe Sup- 


poſition, That the Soul of man knoweth 
things tocome, but is hindred by the dulneſs 
of the Organs of the Body. And therefore 
in the prattice of it, a great ſedateneſs of 
mind is required, a freedom from all noifc 
that may diſturb itz: and ſuch hke Circum-

IV. A Fourth ſort is by framing certain 


Figures of Stone or Metal underneath ſuch

are called Faliſmans, of which, (as allo the 
Language of the Stars, with an Alphabetical 
Table, and how froiT hat, words are fra- 
med which ſhall declare the Event of things 
to come, according to the Nature of the 
Queſtion) Gaffarel, a Learned French-man, 
hath largly written in his Book of Uzbeard- 
of Curioſities; and ſuch no doubt they wiſl 


prove to him that ſpends much time in the

V. A Fifth ſort( if indeed there be any 
ſuch thing ) may be by Communication with 
Angels and Spirits ; For many have pretend-

Ctors of theChriſtianChurch have made great [B 
and good uſe of them ( in that kind of way.ſtt 
which Logicians call Argumentum ad hominem) ffo 
to Convince their Pagan oppoſers of the ve-k 
rity of our Religion, ſince they gave ſo clear 
a Teſtimony to the Birth and other Circum- 
ftances of the Blefſed Feſus, long before his 
Incarnation. But whether all or any ofthem 
were 1ndued-with the Holy Spirit of God, If 
dare not affirm. This difference obſerve

God ſoon reſtored to a Temper fit to under-df 
ftand and deliver the Meſſage wherewith theyÞyt 
xwers Intruſted, , Nay they have generallyſje { 
been-further able to Confirm by a Miracle ta 
that they were really ſent from God, whenfſ»
